WHEREAS, since 1975, he has delivered several prayers
and invocations for the legislature while serving as chaplain;

WHEREAS, Rabbi Helman was designated in 2004 as one of

staff and citizens with his uplifting sermons, pearls of
wisdom and understated dignity;
